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NOTICE TO PROPERTY OWNERS 


In accordance with the statutes (New Hampshire Laws of 1907, 
Chapter 147) you are requested to take measures to suppress the: 
brown tail moth and the gipsy moth on your premises. The law 
declares these insects to be a public nuisance and orders their sup- 
pression by property owners. Suppression is enforceable by law up 
to a cost of one-half of 1% of the tax valuation of the property con- 
cerned. 


Necessary measures must be completed on or before March 1. 


This notice is sent to all property owners in accordance with in- 
structions of the Division of Insect Suppression, of the State Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 


THE BROWN TAIL MOTH 


This pest is present in numbers on apple and pear trees and on 
many shade trees. Through the winter it occupies webs as big as a 
hen’s egg, attached to the tips of twigs. All such webs should be cut 
off carefully, gathered up and burned. 


THE GIPSY MOTH 


The gipsy moth is found through the winter in the form of egg- 
masses attached to the trunks of trees, stones, piazza posts, or other 
locations. Each egg-mass is # to 13 inch long, is covered with fine 
hairs and is the color of chamois skin. Egg-masses should be painted 
with creosote. Scraping them off will not destroy them, because the 
eggs will hatch even though lying on the ground. 


OBLIGATION OF PROPERTY OWNERS 


If the insects described above are not suppressed on or before 
March 1, the duly constituted authorities have the right to enter 
upon property and to take such measures as may be necessary. The 
property owner will be liable for the expense in connection with such 
action within the limits prescribed by law.

CHILDRENS CONFERENCE REPORT 


The following is a report of the State Board of Health, 
Division Maternity, Infancy and Child Hygiene, in Bow, 
during the past year. 

A child health conference was held, with thirty-five chil- 
dren being examined. Eight of these were found normal 
and twenty-seven with defects. Forty-two defects were 
found in these children. Eight demonstrations of infant 
care were given at the conference and two placed under care 
of physicians. One child was admitted to hospital for 
operation, nine corrections were made and placed under 
treatment since last conference. 

Home visits were made by Mary Hurley, State Nurse in 
the County.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


To the School Board and Citizens: 

I herewith submit my tenth annual report of the schools 
of Bow for the year ending June 30, 1929. 

There were maintained during the year, seven schools, 
for a school year of 36 weeks, with no change in the teaching 
force. 

The total school enrollment was 140 with a daily average 
attendance of 91.76 per cent. 

The schools were in session on an average of 350 half days, 
a gain of 3.14 half days. 


ScHoou ACTIVITIES, 


Of the seven teachers employed, all have state certificates. 
Five are graduates of a normal school, one has attended 
summer institutes for teachers and one has taken a cor- 
respondence course for teachers. 

The teacher arrives at the school in the morning in time 
to have the schoolhouse doors opened fifteen minutes before 
the scheduled time for opening the school. 

The activities of the pupils during noon and recess periods 
are supervised by the teachers, who have learned that a 
well-supervised playground not only makes discipline 
pleasanter, but aids in the improvement of scholarship and 
in character building. 

The teachers have done their work faithfully and eff- 
ciently. ; | 

The School Board is annually improving the sanitary 
condition of the school buildings and is providing ample 
scholar supplies and textbooks. 

The health of the child, in a large measure, determines 
his regularity of attendance, his behavior, his ability to 
perform successfully his work, and his chance of becoming an 
efficient citizen. 

Supervision and instruction in matters of health should 
have an important place in the school organization. 

The health work in our schools aims to develop the good 
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health and happiness of the pupil and the well-being of the 
community, 

Good work is being done by our school nurse, who is 
working faithfully and efficiently in checking epidemics and 
in correcting deformities and maladies. 

The teachers are teaching the benefits of good health 
habits and physical exercise for the well-being of .the pupil 
and the home, with special emphasis upon the prevention of 
accidents and disease. 

Drill in the fundamentals of arithmetic, and examinations 
by standardized tests, were given during the year and 
showed a marked improvement over previous years. 


ATTENDANCE. 


The problem of school attendance is one of the most im- 
portant problems in school management. Regularity of 
attendance is absolutely necessary in order that the school 
may perform its special work of training children for the 
duties of citizenship. 

Nonattendance causes an economic loss to the taxpayer; 
it causes a very large per cent of the failures of promotion; 
it retards the work of the entire class, and to a less extent, 
the work of the whole school. 

Parents who desire their children to be promoted should 
see that their attendance at school is regular. 

I am glad to report that the cases of truancy in our schools 
are growing less. 

The changing social and economic conditions of modern 
life are seriously affecting rural life. What to do with small 
rural schools in order that they may meet the new conditions 
in American life, is more perplexing than what to do with 
urban schools. Whether to merge the one-room rural 
school with other schools in the community and thus estab- 
lish a consolidated school, or whether to retain the one-room 
school and improve the sanitary and hygienic condition of 
the buildings, build up the teaching force by paying a suffi- 
ciently large salary to retain the teacher, are problems that 
should receive serious consideration.

Investigations made of the rural schools throughout the 
country lead to the belief that the interests of the children 
are best served in the larger schools. 

Music is considered one of the important studies in the 
school curriculum and I would recommend to the School 
Board the employment of a music supervisor for all the 
schools as soon as they can make it convenient. 

Parents and citizens are invited to visit the school fre- 
quently. 

In conclusion, I express my appreciation for the codpera- 
tion and assistance given to me by the teachers, the School 
Board and the citizens.
